The inolion of the 
yacht was very soothing to me and caused 
me to dream of the past, present an future 
We reached home at C o'clock, somewhat 
weary, but ready, after a Bhort rest, for the 
festivities of tho evening. So much for 
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This irip was gotlen up by the doling 
Otab, and our party numbered fourteen, 
including Ihe chaperon. We left this city 
at noon Saturday, the Nik, nnd reached 
home Monday at I p m. We went on the 
train to Santa Anita and were met there 
by buses and started up the trail at il 
o'clock, reaching the summit at !l p. in.

Of 
course that was reassuring, but at lirst my 
faith was rather wavering and I iusistcd 
on walking over the roughest places, but 
my trust increased as I became better ac- 
quainted with my little friend, ar.d coming 
down I stuck 10 BUM all the way and gave 
him quite an affectionate furewell ; really 
felt regret at leaving him, would like to 
have kept him as a souvenir of the trips.

Typhoid lever is probably the most pre- 
ventable of all diseases, not even excepting 
imall-pnx. It it now known that like 
cholera and dysenlry, the genu ol specific 
cause ol this disease ia eontaind in Ibe dis- 
charges Irom the bowels of those sick ot it, 
and that while other method* of introduc- 
ing the poiKon into the .y-Mtem arc possible 
it most generally gains entrance through 
the medium ol an inlected water supply- 
usually the use of well water polluted by 
fecal matter. This may be direct, Irom 
drinking such water, or indirect, ns by use- 
ing milk or other articles of lo id or drink 
from cans or vessels washed in it. ' Ice, 
from an infected source, is also dangerous, 
since il has been proven Ihut freezing does 
not destroy ihe infective principle. 

While water from all sourcea of supply 
is liable to contamination, well wat' 
especially so, whether located in city, town 
summer watering place, or country. Thus 
out ol three hundred and fourteen i 
occuring in Louisville iu 1884, two hundred 
and ninety-eight of the pirnon* u*ed well 
water habitually, and some of tho other 
sixteen did so occassionally.

I'sually the wells are sunk near the Hitch- 
eu, and in dangerous proximity lo the 
privy Bnd other sources of contamination 
The well drawt its supply from un inverted 
cone, having its apex ut the bottom of the 
well and its base at tbe surluce of tbe 
ground. In dry seasons this base is often 
extended until the well becomes a recep- 
tacle lor the more or lett perlectly filtered 
filth from all the tources found in Ihe aver- 
age-back yard, and the water, often spark- 
ling in its apparent purity, become! a cul- 
ture fluid for any disease germs finding 
their way into it. 

Two methods of prevention, having the 
same general object in view, are to be rec- 
ommended. The first involves ihe thor- 
ough disinfection of all discharges from 
the bowela ol typhoid fever patients. This 
is best done by the use of a salulion
